- - has followed, terming it an involuntary ſeminal 
Emiſſion) as inthe Place of its Reſidence, which 
they ſuppoſed the Glandulæ Proſtate and Vaſa Se- 

minalia Since it is apparent the Flux is not /emi- 
nal, but purulent, as was obſerv'd before, like 
that which is diſcharg'd from ſome other virulent 
Ulcers; and that ſome part of the immediately 
offending Member, the Penis in Man, is the Part 
primarily affected, is I think as certain; if for 
no other Reaſon, yet for that of the Empirical 
Cure of the Diſeaſe (ar leaſt getting the Matter 
cout of fight) by the way of Injection; which

of the Semen, together with the Mucus drilling 

from the Proftates, might after better guard the

1 muſt own I have been formerly doubtful 
Whether if the Genitals eſcap'd the Running of 
chancrous Ulceration, the reſt of the Body was 
like to be infected, though copulating wirh a 
Perſon who had the Diſtemper upon them; or 
that notwithſtanding the Man was pox'd, yet 
if clean in theſe Parts, he would injure his Wife 
any more than the diſeaſed Wite, who had neither 
Chancre about the Pudenda nor Running from the 
Pagina, her Huſband: I was once, I fay, of 
this Opinion, that the victorious Siphylis, in a 
venereal Combat, had never ſet upon the For- 
treſs without firſt attacking the Outrworks, and 
giving ſome notice of an Approach, which was 
founded on my Obſervation of many diſeaſed 
Men converſing this way with their Wives, and 
diſtemper'd Women with their Huſbands, with- 
out Injury to the found Perfon, if the ſaid Parts 
were clear of the Infection: And I am ſtill of 
Opinion that the Man at theſe times runs leſs 
Hazard who- gives, but receives not, by con- 
verſing with the diſtemper'd Wife, whoſe Pri- 
vity is free from the foreſaid Symptoms, than 
the Woman who receives, but gives not, with 
the diſeaſed Huſband, not only in regard to the 
Conception that may enſue, and which can 
hardly fail ſooner or later to diſcover this curſed 
Inheritance, but in reference to her own. Body, 
which happening to be infected muſt proceed 
from his Seed imbued with certain Particles of 
the vexereal Poiſon, that not only defile the Ho- 
munculi (if ſuch there are) before their entering 
the Ova, but the Juices alfo of the Mothers 
Blood, laying therein the Foundation of ſome 
unexpected Tragedy to be acted hereaſter.

another oily Liquor, the Semen; whilſs the former 


takes it in full Force out of the Vagina, where it 
was lodged before, by ſome infected Perſon, and where 
it may lie ſome time without Damage to ber. But 
ſurely, if it be thus blended, when diſcharged in- 
to the Vagina, it might be rediſcharged (finit4 
Copulatione) in the Woman's erect Poſture, at 
leaſt the Spicula broken as well therewith, as 
ſheathed farther by the glandulous Liquor, with 
whieh theſe Parts are bedew'd, more particularly 
at ſuch times.

And here alſo (as we obſerv'd of 
the Chancre) if the Ulcer notwithſtanding ſpreads, 
proves corroſive, or phagedenick, with callous or

No better are you to expect from the Prince's 
Powder, or Precipit. rub. edulcorated by farther 
Lotions and Flagrations with Spirit of Wine; 
the Golden Pill, the Grand Antidote, with all 
the other Tribe of chymical quack Remedies; 
which their flattering, but deceitful Authors, tell 
us, are ſafe and harmleſs as a bit of Bread; tho? 
we often find them dangerous, like edg'd Tools 
in the Hands of Children; and not fit, I am ſure, 
to be taken from thoſe of ignorant Empiricks, or 
other cozening and knaviſh Pretenders to the me- 
dical or chirurgick Arts: Nor, however they 
may work off with ſome ruſtick and ſtrong Bodies, 
are they by _— ſafe for tender Habits, and 
long batter'd Conſtitutions, where the Fluids be- 
ing thin and ſharp, are ready of themſelves to - 


break thro' their Bounds ; the Solids ſo looſe alſo 


as to be ſcarce able to contain them: Ina Word, 
where the Viſcera ate almoſt putrid, or in a man-

Its Author, not long ſince deceas'd, however 
unfortunate (as of ill Conduct) yet of Learning and 
good Knowledge in Phyſick, has printed alittle 
Tract, De tuto earundem ( ſtil. Cantharidum) uſu 
interno- Where you will find his Method of pre- 
paring them, as well as Adminiſtration, together 
with their Antidote alſo: By which, as he there 
ſhews us, he perform'd ſeveral remarkable Cures 
in Dropſies, Ulcers of the Bladder (I mean its 
Neck) and /ſcburies from Gravel: Which Suc- 

- ceſs in the Ulcers aforeſaid, put him, as he told 
me, upon experimenting their Effects in the Diſ- 

| aſe before us; where he found they would alſo 
anſwer in thoſe ſtubborn, obſtinate, and virulent 
Runnings, that ſubmitted not to Purgation, nor 
to the ſtrongeſt mercurial Vomite. 
Il confeſs, I never had Courage to give them in 
the Subſtance as he did, but having extracted their 
Tincture in'Rheniſh Wine, as Bartbolins directs 
them, I gave it to two of theſe People by Spoon- 
fuls, with large Draughts of Emulſions berween 
. e ; whales; 
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whiles'z ordering moreover a plentiful Dilution 
with the Deco. Pulli, Avenac. Hord. or ſuch 
like; and for farther Security, betwixt the Doſes, 
I alſo exhibited an oily Draught, Ex Ol.

Again, if it be from a firſt Miſchance, and that 
his Body has been little or nothing uſed to mer - 
curial Medicines, his Cure is the more hopeful, 
and the Diſtemper much ſooner overcome, than 
if the ſame Folly has been often repeated, and 
theſe Remedies as often reiterated, eſpecially that 
grand Courle of a Salivation, Farthermore, if 
the venereal Poiſon was firſt of all of a more than 
common Malignity, or exceedingly virulent, it 
will not only make a ſwifter Progreſs (the Tem- 
perament alſo favouring the ſame) and greater 
waſte upon the Parts it ſeizeth, but require alſo 
the more potent Remedies, the longer Continu- 
ance of them, the ſtrifter Regimen of the Pati- 
ent under them, and the greater Judgment, with 
ſedulous Application in the Artiſt, than if the 
ſame proved of a milder Nature, ſlower in its 
Attacks, and ſubmitting to the gentler Medicines. 
Laſtly, as to the Symptoms, where there are on- 
ly ſome cutaneous Eruptions, or ſerpiginous Break- 
ings out on the Superfice of the Body, rhe Ma- 
| lady may be ſooner check'd, than when more deep- 
ly radicated; as when it has eaten into the Dua 
and Tonſils, has ſeized on the Septum Naſi, or 
its two outſide Supporters; or when the Hu- 
mours are lodged on the Perioſteum, and begin to 
tear in ſunder that ſenſible Membrane; exciting 
thoſe nocturnal.

mean any mercurial Preparation: For whether it 
be that the Nature of this Venom does not ſo 
immediately exert its malign Influence on the 
Lungs (which conſidering their looſe Texture, is 
ſtill more ſtrange) nor yet prey ſo much upon the 
other Bowels, as it ſhould ſeem it does nor, there 
being many a middle- ſtaged Pox with perfectly 
ſound Viſcera (as I have obſerved upon the Dif. 
ſection of ſuch Bodies) or that we have a Reme- 
dy more ſure to depend on, for ſubduing the 
ſame; ſtill fo it happens, that where one Perſon

withal, yet in the Hands of the ſkilful and ex- 


perienced Artiſt, muſt be allowed one of the 
moſt excellent of Remedies. Thus Opium, Hel- 


lehore, Coloquintida, Scammony, and many others, 
that might be named, are in ſome ſenſe allowed 


poiſonous; inimical even in no great Quantities, 


as well to the fluid, as to the ſolid Parts of a hu- 


man Body, and in great ones, very often lethi- 
ferous or thereunto fatal; and yet without ſome 


of the moſt noxious of them, duly prepared for 
uſe by the experienced Artiſt, and adminiſtred in

ways than by Purgation, Salivation, or other ma- 
nifeſt Evacuation z and that if any other Modi · 
cine would excite a Nryaliſ or Spitting, it would 


be alſo a Fpecifick thereunto. But I am apt to 


think the Suffrage of the beſt Practitioners, as to 
this Particular, lies againſt him, as alſo Matter of 
Fact itſelf; for at this rate other purging Medi- q 


eines might ſubdue” the Virus of the Difeaſe as 


well as Mercury, which is found quite otherwiſe : 
It being plain, that by twice purging therewith, 
you ſhall gain more upon the Malignity thereof, 
than by many more, without; and that the fame 
is obſerved at ſome times to encreaſe under other 
Catharticks. We own tfideed that it has been 
known, ſome mild Infections of the firſt ſort have 


been carried off by other Purgatives; but when 


excceding in their Virulency, or attended with 
Chancres and other painful Symptoms, the ſureſt 


Relief is by Mercurials: Without which, you 


muſt = to advance but ſlowly in the Cure, if „ 
the Malady does not improve or encreaſe upon 1 
you; and ſtill much leſs can you do without, in | 
a confirmed Pox. Not ro mention that we have 
many Inftances of ſignal Benefit from this Reme- 
dy (many of which are to be ſeen among the Ob- 


fuch viſible Operation; but is deſignedly lodged. 
in the Body, with ſome Opiat or reſtringent Me- 
dicine, that it ſhould nor, (for when it preſently 
runs through, it oftentimes affords not that Re- 
lief it would have done, had irtarry'd longer) ſo 
that altho* Purgation does aſter enſue, by which 


the fuſing of the Blood, by breaking off its Glo- 
bules, attenuating its viſcous Particles, — |

the venereal Salts, and reſerating the obſtructed 
Tubes, by which the ſame are fitted for this Diſ- 
charge, are the proper Effects of the mercurial 
Particles, without which the Purges, which are 

given afterwards, would by no means anſwer, as 
now they do. Wherefore I think the Argument 
zs not rightly grounded, i. e. Mercury will not cure 
a Gonorrhea, therefore it has no ſpecificated Proper - 
45 for that Tllneſs. To which I anſwer, that a 
very virulent Gozorrbes is ſcarce to be cur'd (at 
leaft ſafely) without, and therefore Mercury is its 
Specifick. Our Author too himſelf owns, that 
altho' the Flux is not reſtrain'd ſometimes, under 
even a mercurial Salivation, yet is the poiſonous 
Nature thereof fo vanquiſh'd thereby, and the 
Diſeaſe now become ſo mild and gentle to what 
it was before, that a ſmall Morſel of the common 
Turpentine, or a few Drops of ſome of the na- 
rural Balſams, are ſufficient to accompliſh the 
Cure. And J have already obſerved, that a ſmall 


Quantity of the Mercury well prepared, given 


with a few Purges, will avail more than a great 
many without: So that notwithſtanding a Gleet 
from the relaxed Parts ſhould remain after, re- 
uiring ſome healing or agglutinating Remedy; 
yet if the Virulency is ſubdued by the former 
mercurial Adminiſtration, there is no Reaſon to 
object againſt the ſame being as it were Alexi- 
pharmick thereto; any more than for that, after 
another Counterpoiſon has done its Work (as up- 
on the Bite of a Serpent, or a Wound inflicted 
by ſome. other venomous Animal) the ſame yet 

ſtands in need of an Epulotick to heal it up. _ 
Dr. Boerhaave ſays alſo in his Comments upon 
this Diſeaſe, that Quickſilver] cures the ſame in 
Conſequence of nothing bur its being ſet in Mo- 
tion by the vital Power, and that it is not in 
vertue of any medicated Power of its own, that

Whatever other Medicines might effect, that 
were capable of raiſing a Salivation, we cannot 
ſay; as knowing none that will: Vet here like- 
wiſe, unleſs they were ſpecificated ro this parti- 
cular, Venom, though they drained the Blood of 
its Seroſities, by the like glandular Secretion, 
they might happen to leave that poiſonous Mat- 
ter ſtill. behind, as other Dyſcraſies therein, not 
ſuited to be worked upon by the Parts of the 
Mercury, remain probably enough after this. 
Wherefore notwithſtanding all our learned and 
expert Phyſician has alledged to the contrary, 
we muſt ſtill think this Medicine not only a 
good Remedy, in this Diſeaſe, but thereunto alſo 
a Specifick, in the uſual Acceptation of the Word; 
or as the Bark is to intermitting Feyers. Some

Yet Dale and ſome other 
Botanifts make a Difference betwixt Guajacum

= Facie, ita quogue in Firibus cum precedents comventt, 
SF in our Author's Words. The ſanctum alſo, ac- 
cording to Harvy, is more Exergeiick, burning 
more unctuous, bur ſeldom brought over hither. 
Of theſe, particularly the China and Guajacum,

an Opinion, as to write long Chapters, Epiſtles, 
nay whole Books, to ſet forth their Virtues.

Vet not withſtanding we find Dr. Sydenham, 
{as well as Monficur de Blegyy) had taken up rhe

of our common Alexipharmicts, for this Reaſon 
J think chiefly, if not only, of its Volatility, con- 
ſtantly preſcrib'd.Camphire ; By whoſe Example 
another Gemleman now living, whenever called 
in upon the like Occaſion, took into the ſame 
Practice; till obſerving the little Suceeſs attend - 
ing, the Symptoms frequently exaſperated, and 
the Patient loathing the Medicine, or refufing to 
* ſwallow it, they both of them ſoon after laid 
aſide the Experiment, and came again into the 
more temperate or leſs hazardous Regimen. 
As to myſelf, I can only ſay thus much thereof; 
that at my firſt ſetting out, taking Mr. Serjeant 
 #Hiſeman for my Guide, I frequently gave it to 
my clap'd Patients four or five Grains for a Doſe, 
in a Pill-or Bolus, with fome other Ingredients, 
among which Turpentine was chief, thereby to 
palliate the Heat of Urine, and in Expectation of 
removing ſome other Symptoms, as Chordee and 
Priapiſm. But finding them generally complain- 
ing of intolerable Sickneſs, with a kind of ſpaſ- 
modic Diſorder at the Yentricle, I ſoon changed it 
forthe Nitre, with a Draught of Emulſion, and 
was rarely diſappointed of my Expectation, with- 
out theſe Complaints, ſeldom after meddling there- 
with, and ſtill believing, of how excellent Uſe 
ſoever it may be to the Surgton, Nature never in- 
tended it for the Phyſicians, excepting as aboye, 
and preſently to be obſerve. 5

And theſe are the Methods which have been

| Aﬀeer three, four, or five Days, thus managed, 
we uſually obſerve the Fauces to inflame, the in- 
ſide of their Cheeks to lie tumid, or high and 
thick, being ready to fall in betwixt the Teeth, 
upon ſhutting of the Mouth; the Tongue looks 
white and foul, the Gums alſo ſtand out, the 
Breath ftinks (which is a good Omen of its 
coming on) and in general the whole inſide of 
the Mouth appears Mining. ſeems as it were par- 


boil'd, lying in Furrows, much after the manner 


as it does in thoſe who have lately held ſtrong Spi- 
rits therein for the Tooth- ach. They now begin 


to refuſe their Nouriſhment, whilſt all Parts of 


their Chaps, as the Tongue, Gums, and Cheeks 
are ſwell'd, and fore, that they cannot chew, eſ- 
pecially any Food that is ſolid, but muſt be now 
contented with Liquids, and the ſofter Aliments. 
Beſides, they are often ſick at Stomach, and fre- 
quently puke or bulk up a thin Phlegm, another 
promiſing Precurſor of a good Salivation, when 
the ſame is moderate and eaſy, and comes by In- 
tervals only now and then: Bur if attended with 
Cardialgia, or violent Pains and Torture at the 
Stomach, perpetual and inceſſant Retchings, 


Deliquium and cold Sweats, there is none more 
dangerous. | |

thus whealed, you may expect ſoon after to find 
it ulcerated, eſpecially about the ſalival Glan- 
dules, emptying thereinto; when it may be pro-

When the Salivation after this manner is once 


up, you have no more to do, unleſs to encourage 


your Patient chearfully to go on; and to refreſh 
him ſometimes with a little mull'd Wine, of what 
Sort he likes beſt; but red is to be preferred be- 
fore other, if there be any Tendency to a Diar- 
rhea, adding a third, and ſometimes one half of 
Water.

Way; as by giving Calomel once or twice a 
Week, and purging it off again next Day, or 
two Days after; alſo on the intervening, direct - 
iog ſome other antivenereal Specifick, at leaſt fo 
denominated, ſuch as the alterative Pill formerly 
obſerved, of the Gum.

and the Ætbiops Mineral, with a ſtrong 
Decoctum ex Lignis, well choſen and energetick, 
ſuiting alſo with the Temperament of the Sick ; 
as if cold and phlegmatick, the Scobs Cnajact 
if hot and dry, the Rad. Sar/ap. & Chiuæ; which 
however ſlighted by ſome; as inſignificant, yet 
obſerved with a ſtrict Diſcipline as ro the other 
Non-naturals, have certainly very great Advan- 
tages attending, as well perſpiring the noxious 
Particles, and drying up the ſuperfluous Serum 
by the one; as contemperating the acrid and 
ſour Juices by the other; of which laſt ſort of 
Decoctions, more eſpecially, we have daily Ex- 
perience, as well in pocky as other Hecticks; 
and by which Method duly profecutedz though 
it may be ſome what longer, you may at length 
effect the Purpoſe, which by the former was not 
to be obtained : And here give me Leave to ob- 
ſerve what is remark'd by ſome, that thoſe Per- 
ſons who are purged with the greater Difficulty, 
are alſo with more Difficulty ſalivated; which 
may likely ariſe from the ſame Cauſe, thetough-

though in the Evacuation downwards, we find 
very frequently that thin, cholerick, and dry 
Bodies, are more eaſily moved by Lenients, as 
common Oil, Manna, - lenitive Elefaary, Caſſia, 
Diaprun, nay a Bit of freſh Butter or fat Broth, 
than by the ſtronger Purgatives of Scammony, |

When the Spitting goes forward well it may 
be left (as above remark'd) to it ſelf, or to take 
its Courſe, till declining as we ſay of its own - 
accord, which in Proportion to the Ulcers, or 
Thickneſs of the Sloughs about the Parts of the 
Mouth may happen at the End of one and twenty 
Days ſometimes a Month, from the time of its 
firſt riſing, which is uſually long enough to ſub- 
due this Diſeaſe after it is confirm'd. I ſaid from 
the time of its Riſing, or Spitting perhaps a 
Pint and half in a Day, till it comes to three

I ſhould be glad, I muſt own, that we were 
Maſters of a more friendly Remedy, and a leſs 
fatiguing Method of Cure; which Time poſſi- 
bly hereafter, as it has done ſome others, may 
diſcover to us: Vet not I think by any Ratio 
compounded of the Quantity of Blood, its Ve- 
locity at the Orifices of the excretory Ducts, 
its momentum, Degree of Viſcidity, with the 
Diameters of the containing Veſſels; but rather 
by ſome caſual or lucky Event or Experiment, 
without the leaſt View to theſe, which though 


ſerving ſometimes to explain the Modus of their

Part about him every Night; after which let him 
enter into a warm Bed, with Flannel Sheets or 
Blankets, diſpoſing him to a gentle breathing 
Sweat, with a Draught of warm Poſſet-drink, 
Mace: ale, or, if very feeble, a Cup of his mull'd 
Wine; by which the ſaid Pores being ſet open, 
the mercurial Particles may have the freer En-

Tis uſual with moſt Practitioners, to encreaſe 
the Quantity of the Ointment to four times as 
much as this which we have directed, and com- 


. monly uſed our ſelves; as alſo that of the Mer- 


cury to be therewith embodied. Thus Harvy 
preſcribes 15 i. of Axungia to be mixed with ziii. 
and ſometimes Zvi. of Quickſilver, adding alſo 
a little of the Ellebor. alb. & Antimon. crud. in 
ſine Powder; pretending thereby to forward the 
Salivation, and encreaſe the Force of the Medi- 
cament in maſtering any Malignity. Mr. Wiſe- 
man's Compoſition was alſo Zvi. of Mercury to 
tbi. of the other Materials, of which they uſed 
Zi. or Zu. at a time, once or twice a Day, for 
our, ſix, or eight times, according to the Pa- 
tient's Strength, and Diſpoſition towards the riſ- 


ing of the Flux more eaſily or with more Dif- 


ficulty. Hildanus directs Zvi. of Mercury to Zxx. 
of Axungia, and the other Ingredients. But I 
cannot ſee the Reaſon for much greaſing or 
daubing, provided by one half, or a quarter Part 
of the Ointment, a ſufficient Portion of the Quick- 
ſilyer may be conveyed, as we ſaid before, into — 
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the Blood; nor to what end any other Ingredi- 


ents ſhould be added to the Axungia, i beſides the 


Terebinth. which, as I conceive, are more like to 


hinder, eſpecially the Species or Powders, by in- 
farcting or ſtopping up the Pores, than to for- 


ward the Operation, for which they were intend- 


ed. But in this, leaving every one to follow the 


Proportion he likes beſt, in relation to my own, 


I muſt farther obſerve, that if after the third 
Unction, ſuppoſing rhe whole divided into four 
Parts, the Patient begins. to complain of his 
Chaps, or that the inſide thereof appears ulce- 
rated, you may ſtay a Day or two to ſee the Ef-

you have gone thus far, and at ſome times to

already done, has anſwered; though the Flux

were not otherways to be diverted, and the Tone 
of the Blood after invigorated, there ate ſome 
of theſe Perſons would be in danger of ſpitting 
out their Lives, or falling into a Conſumption; 
others from the impoveriſhed: and languid State 
of the Blood into Dropſies as igeurable; which 
has been the Fate of ſome, even where Endea- 
vours have not been wanting to turn the Stream. 
FTauet although I think this Author was much 
out of the Way in rejecting theſe Poſtrequiſites 
to a mercurial — he was righter in regard

will be unavoidably nary mercurial Par- 
ticles got into his Blood. However, a lenienc 
Purgative two or three Days before, and the tak- 
ing away a little Blood, from thoſe eſpecially of 


a more ſanguine Temperament or plethorick Ha- 


bit, as alſo a more than ordinary Abſtinence for 
ſuch ſpace of Time, may be neceſſary to keep un- 
der a Fever, Dyſentery or Bloody Flux, and In- 
flammation of the Parts; as alſo to moderate ſome. 
other Symptoms which might create Trouble, 
when theſe Remedies are not ſo fit to be put in 
Practice. Bathing likewiſe in warm Water, for 
ſome lean, hot and emaciated Patients, has been 
found ſerviceable. Farthermore, if the Caſe ad- 
mits delay, the beſt time for Salivating is the 
more temperate Seaſon, i. e. towards the latter end 
of the Spring or beginning of the Autumn: 
Otherwiſe it may be enterpriſed at any other, 
only taking care to provide a good cloſe Room 
with a Fire ſuitable, in the Winter or extreme 
cold Weather; and one more large and airy, in 
the exceeding Heat of Summer. Let the Wo- 
man alſo be laid down, juſt after the menſtrual

SET ing to his Family, deſir'd a Patch, who 
accordingly applied a Bit of common Plaiſter up- 
on black Silk, promiſing to cure the ſame for a 
Bottle of Wine; not ſuſpecting the latent Fire 
from whence this little Spark was kindled: But 
after ſeveral Days, finding the fame ſtill ſpread, he 
was conſcious he had been too raſh in-making his 
Prognoſtick that it would be well in a Week's 
time. Yet being in Honour thus engaged, uſed his 
utmoſt Endeavours to get the Malady healed up, 
ſometimes with Diapompholiges, at others, Ung, 
Tutie, Deſiccat. Rub. and among thereſt, my Ce- 
rate: Notwithſtanding all which, the malign 
Humour encreaſed ſtill under all of them, grow- 
ing callous and cruſty about the Edges, with a 
Slough in the midſt, ſhewing plainly its ſerpiginous 
Nature: So that he was obliged to uſe a Dige/- 
tive with the Præcipit. rub. by which, when he 
had cleanſed the Ulcer, ſoftened the Edges, and 
brought it in a manner to ſkin over, in one 
Night's time it would crack, and by the next 
Day he found the Work to begin afreſh ; inſo- 
much, that perceiving now there was no rely-

ing upon Topicks, he gave him Calomel between 


whiles, purging it off again; but it looked as if 
his Body had been too much uſed to that Reme- 
dy for long time paſt, to be affected much there- 


by; the Serpigo altho healing with an ill-favour'd 
, puckering of the Skin, running {till higher, till 


it had reached the upper Part of the Forehead on 
the other Side, freſh Slougbs till ariſing as often 
as the old ones were digeſted out. _ 
After ſome Months thus ſpent to no Purpoſe, 
another Gentleman of the ſame Profeſſion was 
call'd in, who viewing the Herpes, and ſeeing 
the obſtinate Condition of the ſame, propoſed 
to ſubdue it by giving Turpeth. Mineral. once a 
Week, for three or four times, which was ac- 


_ cordingly adminiſter'd, till his Chaps began to 


be affected thereby. 

Had this Method been purſued, ſo as to have 
raiſed a Ptyaliſmus, it had probably anſwered Ex- 
pectation: But his Affairs, it ſeems, at leaſt In- 
clinations yet a while, oppos'd the ſame, and 
rendered it as ineffectual as all they had done be- 


fore; for though the Ulceration ſometimes dried 


up, and ſeemed likely ſo to remain, yet the Foun- 
dation not being good, the Superſtructure was

But his 
Stomach alſo, which was very puny, quite pall- 
ed with his former Medicines and an irtegular 
Way of Living, would not retain either to much 


Purpoſe, being ſubje& to vomit up all his Li- 


quors, of what kind ſoever, ſo ſoon as he lay 
down in his Bed. I then preſcribed the Cinnabar 
of Antimony and Gum. Guaiac. to be taken with 
a Decoftion of the Woods only; in the following 
Form, having beforehand ordered a medicated bit- 
ter Wine for ſtrengthening his Stomach. |

ſo that the EMuvia might ſtrike up againſt the

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Part, at ſuch Diſtance, that the Heat might not 
incommode him. W hen he had proſecuted this 
for a few Days, the Ulcer grew milder and ſofter 
round the Edges, and ſoon {kin'd over; but con- 

tinued not long before it inflam'd afreſh, and 
broke out ſtill higher up: After which, but not 


_ without great Importunity, he concluded on be- 


ing ſalivated; and accordingly prepared his Bu- 
ſineſs for the fame. I propos'd the Unction as the 
moſt effectual; but ſome Perſon of his Acquaint- 
arice -having miſcarried that Way, under the In- 
ſpection too of a Man of Eminence in Practice, 
it was oppoſed, and we began by giving ſmall 
Doſes of Calomel twice, and ſometimes only 
once a Day: Vet in- Oppoſition to all our En- 
deavours for obviating thereof, his Bowels were 
ſo feeble, that as often as he took it, however 
guarded, it ran through him, and by many Stools 
attended with Griping, brought him ſo low, that 
he was forced to keep in Bed for ſeveral Days, 
and we to give over, after we had ſpent the bet - 
ter half of the Time allotted for his Confine- 
ment, without any Progreſs or Advance in the 
Way intended: And J found it was to little Pur- 
poſe to go on thus, with a Perſon I was now in- 
tormed, had been quacking privately for ſeveral 
Years paſt, and harraſſing his Body with mercu- 
rial Medicines, to get rid of a Diſtemper fre- 
quently contracted, and which, by ſo doing, he 
had endeayoured to concea. 

When we had therefore deſiſted for ſome Days, 
and that he was a little recruited, I told him 
plainly I knew of no Means ſo like to anſwer, 
as what I had at firſt propoſed z and though 1 
would not pretend to enſure his Life, nor yet 
the Succels, yet I doubted not but by à gradual 
Proceeding, and careful Oyerſight, (which I po 
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1 the Venereal 
miſed him) he would get well through, and re- 


ceive his Cure. Accordingly, at about three 
Weeks end from our Attempt with the Calomel, 
I ordered the Surgeon to rub in about an eighth 


Part of my uſual Compoſition (Fi. of Argent. viv. 
70 Jill of Axung.) from the Ankles up the Legs 
and Thighs, and that only each other Day, for 
three or four times, that by this leiſurely Way of 
blending the mercurial Globales with the Lym- 
pha, we might diſpoſe them to take the ready 
Road to the Fauces, and miſs the Iuteſtines. In 
the Interval, ro ſupport his Spirits, he drank of 
a Julap, impregnated with Coral, the Deco. Al- 
bum cum Ag. Cinnamom. Chicken - Water boiled 
with Rice, for his Drink: He had alſo a Mix- 
ture ex Conf. Fracaſt. ſ. m. upon occaſion, to take 
two or three Spoonfuls after every looſe Stool; 
and as ſoon as ever he felt any griping, a Grain 
of Laudanum, in a ſmall Pill, with a Drop of the 
Ol Cinnamon. likewiſe mull'd Wine, and a Sack 
Clyſter to be injected cum Ovi Vitello & Fg. The- 
riace Andr. | | 

When the one half of the Compoſition had 
been thus expended, without any Alteration, un- 


« leſs ſometimes a Stool or two in a Day, he be- 


gan to grumble that the Spitting would not riſe : 
Upon which I adviſed the remainder ſhould be 
uſed once every Day, in the ſame Proportion, 
which was executed accordingly, with no far- 
ther Alteration. So that his Diſcontents en- 
creaſing, when I came to viſit him, he told me 
he could not reconcile how the greaſing of his 


Legs ſhould make his Mouth ſore, notwithſtand- 


ing one of his Acquaintance had been very late- 
ly overſet thereby; that he was tired with this 
ilatory Way of proceeding (ſpeaking with ſome

Weight, and bathed it in from Head to Foot, 
he did now believe it would avail no more than

was not ſorer, he would go out about his Buſi- 
neſs. I endeavoured to convince him, that what 
J had done was for his Safety; and tho' we took 


up the more Time, it would be his Advantage 


at long run: Nor did I doubt its anſwering then, 
ſince it had not run off by Stools as formerly, 
begging him to be eaſy, and not to cenſure: us 


for not running him precipitately into any Dan- 


ger. Bur it ſeemed there had been ſome offici- 
ous Pretender, who, in our Abſence, had inſinu- 
ated that he could have fluxed him in one half of 
the Time. | | 
The Ucer lay all this while very quiet, appear- 
ing, tho' very ſlowly, to be again upon Cicatriſ- 
ing. I then gave Inſtructions to the Surgeon 
to make up another Por, and dividing it as be- 
fore into eight Parts, each Night to beſtow one 
of them upon both Legs and Arms : But before 
the Night came on, he was taken with Vomit- 
ing, which forwarded the now approaching Sa- 
vation, and by the next Day his Chaps grew 
very fore on the inſide, and much ſwelled on the 
outſide.

I was ſomewhat ſtartled at their inadvertent 
Way of proceeding, and the very ſudden en- 
creaſe of the Ptyaliſm, reproving the Surgeon 
for moving thus raſhly, after he found it com- 
ing on. As well as he could ſpeak, he took 
it upon himſelf, and faid, that if he died, he 
would haye no one blamed unleſs himſelf. T 
did what I could to relieve him, throwing in 
emollient and deterfive Injections againſt his Throat 
and inſide of his Cheeks, with a Syringe; dilut- 
ing well with thin Liquors ; I likewiſe ordered 
Clyfters if he had no Stool that Evening, and a 
Veſicatory to be in readineſs, ſhould the Fluxion 
{till encreaſe, to the endangering Suffocation: In 
the mean while endeavouring to ſupport his Spi- 
rits, with ſuitable Cordials and Chicken Broth, 
which he found difficult to ger down; the back 
part of the Fauces being lin'd with Sloughs from 
the Arch or Roof, far down as we could ſee, his 


Tongue alſo in like Condition; ſo that I was for- 


ced to viſit him daily, perceiving we were like to 
have atroubleſome piece of Work: He was not 
indeed without Danger of being throtled, as the 

ſay, by the Glutinouſneſs of his Phlegm or Vil. 
colity of the Saliva, which kept him conſtant- 
ly upright in his Chair, not daring to go into 
Bed. The Surgeon, to retrieve him, ſpared no

ence, his Life had been hazarded. For here was, 
L am ſatisfied, no occaſion for the four laſt

ger an Unbeliever, that a ſore Mouth might be

This Inſtance may both caution the young Sur-

When taking no farther Regard to him, upon 
Examination, I could not find the poor Woman 
had any other Symptom of the Lues, than the 
Stillicidium, and theſe Excreſcences; nay, I had 
Reaſon to believe, the former was chiefly, if 
not ſolely,” ſupplied from the Chancres on the in- 
fide: So that I undertook her Cure, purely as 
an Act of Charity; and ordering her to put a 
Heater in the Fire next Day, and to borrow a 
Cloſe- ſtool Caſe (as fit as any thing for the Pur- 
poſe,) I came at the Hour I had appointed, and 
threw on zi. of the Cinnab.

When the Phyſicians had taken 
a View thereof, we withdrew to conſult, and 


conſidering the weak Condition he was in, con- 


cluded him a very unfit Subject, at leaſt for the 


| preſent, to undergo a Sali vation; and therefore 


that we could only palliate, which was much to 
be feared would not anſwer, the Ulcer ſeeming 
to ſpread and grow ſtill more corrofive, as ap- 
peared by the Oy to get down his Nou- 
riſhment daily encreaſing. At this Viſit we 
viewed alſo the riſing on the Tibia, the Rudi- 


ments of a Node, but now very little painful, 


ſprouting up thereon; from all which, tho' it 
was plain to us what his Diſeaſe was, yet were 
we at a Loſs how to give a Check to the ſame, 
under his infirm State or low Condition: I pro- 
poſed my Fume as the only Remedy, to which I 
found theſe Gentlemen were Strangers; but 
Dr. C aſſuring his worthy Collegue, that 
he knew I would not propoſe any thing by way 
of Experiment, and of which I had nor perfect 


Knowledge, they readily gave Way to have it 
tried, appointing ſome few Days after to meat 


again: In the mean time I gave Directions to 


the Surgeon to provide an Ounce of the factiti- 


ous Cinnabar, weighing out 3. in a Paper, which 
I firewed my ſelf upon the Heater, and ſhewed 
the Method of uſing it. 

The Patient held out well under its Operati- 
on, giving Air by opening the Blanket for half 
a Minute berween whiles, and ſuffered the daily 


to 
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to viſit him, the Parts, as Occaſion ..- be. 
ing Rf with the "Mel. Ref. and Tint. Myr, 
a SA Gargariſm of the Decoct. Hord. cun 
godem Melle was allo made uſe of, to waſh the 
fame, hefore and after he took his Chicken Broth 
or Panada. 

Coming to him at the Time appointed, the 
Doctors both looked into his Throat, found the 
Ulcer perfectly clean, contracted, and in à man- 
ner healed up, the Patient eaſy, and ſwallowing 
with little or no Trouble; at which they were 
ſarpriz'd, and candidly acknowledged they kney 
of no Method, that would have thus anſwered; 
for thar the ſmalleſt Doſe of Calomelanos, which 
was what they only could confide in, would 
have been apt to ruffle him, and might have Cauſed 
ſuch Evacuation, as at this Time he was unable 
to undergo, much more the Repetition thereof, 
which might have been. required: without anſwer. 
ing ſuch Succeſs: Whereas the Suffitus, bating 
the five or fix Minutes it was burning, had cre- 
ated him no manner of Diſturbance. 

Finding him thus remarkably recovered, they 
took their Leaves, and left me to proſecute the 
Cure, adviſing him to continue his Aſſes Milk, 
and Sarſa Diet. drin, ſo ſoon as the Fumigation, 
which in two or three Days after, was laid 
aſide: His Throat bein vg perfectly healed, and in 
ken more his Strength ſo recruited. alſo, *that he 
'walked about his Chamber, and quick]! after got 
out of Doors, appearing hale and well 
At our laſt meeting, it was taken under De- 
liberation, whether he ſhould not .ungergo the 

nction, by way of eliminating the Reliques of 
the pocky Virus, ſo ſoon as he had Strength ſuf- 
ficient. for the Enterpriſe, in reſpect particularly 
of that riſing. on the Tibia, which, Was yet in a

manner vaniſhed under the mercurial Emplaſter | 


he wore thereon; in which we were a little di- 
vided, bur joined Iflue that it might be delayed 
till ſome farther Indication ſhewed the Neceſſity 
thereof. Accordingly, after three or four Months, 
when we had a much better Seaſon, he grew a- 
ain infirm, and though fanciful enqugb, and 
„„ yet by his thin Viſage it ap- 
pear'd, as well as by the Node again riſing (cho 
his Throat remain'd perfectly well). and growing 
ſomewhat painful, with his Head-ach returning, 
alſo a Tenderneſs on the upper part of his Nole, 
that the Alarm was not groundleſs: So that a 
Lodging and Nurſe were immediately hired, and 
we proceeded with the Undtion as uſual, till his 
Chaps ſwelled, and he ſpit, tho' not fo plentifully 
as ſome others, without any ſurvenient ill Symp- 
tom, for above three Weeks, and the after Re- 
gimen being duly qbſerved for as long Time, we 
once more diſmiſs'd him-cured. 
That which farther juſtified the Neceſſity of 
this laſt progeeding, and perhaps might farther 
evidence the Influence of the firſt, I mean the 
Fume, was this, that after he had been abroad 
ſome Weeks about his Affairs, upon blowing of 
his Noſe, a ſmall lamella from the Bone on one 
Side was diſcharged, as without any manner of 
preceding Pain or Inflammation, ſo likewiſe 
without any .ſubſcquent or farther Miſchief. Up- 
on the Advice however of which, communicated 
to me hy the Apothecary, unto whom heſhew'd 
the Fragment, I preſcribed a Liquid Errbine ex 
Decocto Summit. Centaur. & Rad. Gent. adding a 
ſmall Quantity of the Tinct. Myr. & Mel. Ro. 
but am not certain whether or no he uſed it, 
tho' Lam. that at the Writing hereof, he is fat

ETA Victualler who had been diverſe times 
my Patient, upon as many Infections, 
and three times falivated in about five 

BO Years, for ſeveral Symptoms of a 
profound One Having been likewiſe 

in both Hoſpitals, and run the common Gaunt- 


let, but miſſed his Cure, (or at leaſt returning af- 


ter to his former Courſe of Life, and ſo again 
relapſing into the old Diſeaſe) implored my Care 
of him... e eee 

His Noſe was a little ſunk already, at the Place 
of ſetting on the Cartilage, with the Bones there- 
of; the Tox/illz allo as well as the Uvula almoſt 
conſumed, the Ulcers having formerly been ci- 
catrized, bur lately broke out again. He had alſo 
ſome time paſt Nodes with Caries on the Shin- , 
Bones, which were exfoliated and healed up. 

But his freſh Complaint was chiefly of his 
Head; where on ſeveral Places, particularly the 
Os Frontis and left Bregma, ſeveral others ap- 
peared, molt of them full of Matter, and one 
of them having burſt itſelf, the Cranium was 


felt porous underneath, the Compaſs of a Halt-

I began with fuming his Throat, by the Cin- 
nabar, as formerly directed; which ſoon Topped

the farther Progreſs of the Eroſion, and by the 


Help only of a little Mel. Roſarum, diſpoſed thoſe 
Parts again to cicatrize. I then opened the Nodes 


with a Cauſtic of Lapis Infernalis, intending the 
Eſchars large enough to bring in Sight the whole. 
Compaſs of the rotten Bone; next Day I cut 


them out, ſtopped the bleeding Edges with dry 
Lint, and ſprinkled the Sordes at the Bottom, 


with the Præcipit. rub. in order to digeſt the 


fame. Thus, in few Days, making clear Way 


to the ſaid Bones; where in one Place I found 


them looſe, and was ſurprized, through the 
Edge upon the Side thereof, to ſee the Oſcilla- 
tion of the Membrane that covers the Brain, I 
mean that of the Dura Mater; a manifeſt In- 
dication that the Caries had gotten through both 
Tables, and yet no Symptom either of the ſaid

Tracing the Compaſs of this Bone, I found it

which there was Zig. of the crude Mercury; 
which yet neither ran through him, nor made 
him much complain of his Chaps; wherefore 
knowing him to be well ſeaſoned (who had been 
ſo often before powdered) JI made up a double 
Quantity, of which I had uſed the whole, be- 
fore he began to ſpit a Quarta Day. I then (be- 
ing oy of going on with the Unction) gave him 
a Bole with gy. xii. of the Turpeth.

= 23 WA Youth, the only Child of an indul- 
f IRIS gcnt Mother, long indiſpoſed with 
2 dome Symptoms of this Diſeaſe, 
dich he had concealed from her, 
We and committing himſelf to the Cate 
of a young Surgeon, his Acquaintance, till he 
was brought very low, was at laſt perſuaded to 
have ma conſulted; when in private (his Mother 
being abſent) enquiring into his Condition, I 
found he had ſeveral large Chancres on the Glan, 
with others on the Prepuce; together with 1 
corroſive Ulcer in one of his Groins, from 4 
Bubo opened about fix Weeks before; all which 
he had concealed from her, as alſo the true Cauſe 
of his Illneſs; ſhe being only acquainted with 
his fore Throat: Upon examining which, (al- 
though his ſnuffling Speech ſhewed what the 
Matter was beforehand) I diſcern'd the Uvala to 
be eaten almoſt off, and the Tonſils allo in a fair 
Way of being devoured by the ſordid Ulcers 
which had ſeized them; ſo that with great Rea- 
ſon apprehending his Caſe deſperate, on the Ac- 
count of his very weak and infirm Conſtitution 
(being already far advanced in a pocky Hectick, 
attended with a troubleſome Cough and 5 
i > rhea 
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on the Venereal Diſtaſs: 


rhea) I declin'd meddling unleſs in Conſultations 


whereupon Dr. C-—— and Dr. p. were 
both call'd in; where I firſt propos'd my Fume 
for his Throat, which after ſome Deliberation

pee with: Aﬀer which; at was concluded he 
ould try the Aſſes Milk, with a reftringent 
EleEtuary, ex Conſ.

| Ap his bleeding: We met a ſecond Time, and 
3 enquiring into his Condition, there aroſe a new 
= Complaint z great Pain upon one of his Shins, 
where (on the turning down of his Stocking) 
there appeared a well grown Node, but with- 
out Inflammation: Yet his Throat ſo well, 
notwithſtanding the farther Progreſs of the Diſ- 
eaſe otherwiſe, thar he could drink his Liquors 
without the ſame forcing through the Paſſage of 
the Noſtril, as they had lately done, the Tone 
of his Voice being inlike manner improved: At 
this Conſultation it was reſolved (laying his Milk 
aſide for a little Time) to try him with 9. of | 
Calomel, (not being certain that he had taken any 
mercurial Medicine before) with-as much of the 
Pulv. Rhei, in the Diaſcord. over Night, and 
to let it purge it ſelf off, which it did gently 
enough; and was therefore repeated every 
other Night, for ſome few Days.

9325 
rather to increaſe, with the Addition of a Node, ;

Diſeaſe. As he never had been falivated, there 
was the greater Hopes, although the Weakneſs 
of his Body was ſuch, as rendered the Enterpriſe 
very uncertain, and indeed dangerous: We all of 
us agreed upon the Unction, which required {till 
the greater Diligence, Judgment, and Precauti- 
on.

It was indeed a very careful piece of Work, his 
Diarrhea ſo often returning upon us, by Rea- 
ſon of the colliquative State of his Blood: 
Which we were as often forced to bridle with 
an Opiate; yet hereby the Iympha being ſome · 
what thickened, he had ſometimes much Trou- 
ble (eſpecially, after a Nap) to get it up. He 


was likewiſe ſubject to fainting, and thereby far- 
ther in danger of ſinking under it. However, 
with much Difficulty I got him thorough, even 
beyond the Expectation of all that had ſeen him: 
When finding his Mouth well, and his Sores 
healed, after I had once purged him with a lit- 
tle Manna in a Draught of his pectoral Decocti - 
en, and was directing that of the Sar/aparilla, 
he grew obſtinate and ſelf - will'd; neither ſub- 
mitting to proper Diet, or indeed any Regimen 
that was convenient for him to have obſerved : 
Eating preſently all the reliſhing and ſeaſoned 
Foods he fancied, and drinking ſpirituous and 
other ſtrong Liquors, inſtead of returning to 
his Aſſes Milk and China Decoction, which I 
had recommended: Whereby his Hectick re- 
turning with a Maraſmus, his Cough alſo en- 
creaſed upon him, which was ſo violent one Even- 
ing after a Crapula from too much Wine and 
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on "the Venereal Diſeaſe, 
eating plentifully of Sauſages, that in the mid- 
dle of the Night, a Veſſel breaking in his Lungs, 
he bled to death before I could come to him; 
nor truly had it availed any thing if I had been

exhibited, (which by the Roughneſs of the Opey 
ration, as well as their Deſcription, L took to

Augelicus, made weaker than in common, 
that it might create to her the leſs Pain, and got 
the Bone In fight, I dreſſed the fame with a Bled?

which I hoped the ſootier ts diſpoſe the Caries 
to ſcale off. But lying faſt, and both reſolving 
to make but one Trouble of their Confinement, 
after thus waiting more than a Month, I began 

to anoint them as uſual; the Man twice a Day, 
the Woman only once, for the firſt three Days; 
afterwards the Hin band once a Day, the Wite 
each other Day, for three times more, who be- 
gan to flaver after the fifth Unction, without 
any troubleſome Accident ſuperyening: 80 that 
I had no occaſion to uſe the whole” Ounce of 
Quickſilver in the Compoſition: But the Huf- 
band was not ſo forward at the Fortnight's end;

Servant by the Captain of a Ship, 
1 had not been long aſhore, before 
be began to complain miſerably of 
bis Legs, which appeared ſome- 
what knotty, all the Way up his Shins, to the 
Joint of his Knees, keeping him awake the fore- 
art of the Night, till towards Morning, when 
is Pains remitted ; ſo that it was plain the Grie- 
yance was ſeated in the Perioſtea, or rather in 
the Bones themſelves, as in the Exaſtoſs is ob- 
ſervable. His Maſter faid it was a Diſeaſe com- 
mon among the Natives of that Country, which 
they called the Taus; ſeizing them often very 
young, or which he believed rather they broughr 
with them into the World; that as they grew 
up, it was uſual to ſwear them many. Days after 
each other, with certain Decoctions of their own 
Plants, prepared for that End, eſpecially thoſe 
who had Strength to 23 this Management; 
and that he had pick'd out this Boy, as the clean- 
eſt limb'd and healthieſt of a great many he had 
his Choice of. Being deſired to take Care of 
him, I applied a cinnabarine Plaiſter along each 
of the Tibias, and after ſome time of uſing the 
Gum. Guajac. with the Cinnab. Antimon. allo 
giving Calomel between whiles, and purging it 
off again, with little Benefit; at beſt, perceiv- 
ing I was this Way only like to palliate; after I 
had tried the Ætbiops ſome time alſo with as =

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tle Advantage, I ordered his Plaiſters to be thrown 
off, and 3fl. of Quickſilver (blended with Te- 
rebinth, and ſo mixed up with Zii. or Zi. of 
Axungia).to be rubbed into his Legs and Arms 
only, at four ſeveral times, every other Night; 
putting him preſently after each anointing into 
a warm Bed, and diſpoſing him to a breathing 
Sweat with a Draught of hot Mace Ale, cover- 
ing him cloſe up for thar Purpoſe. When after 
the third Union, the Medicine took readily to 
the Glandules about the Fauces, without any 
Looſeneſs (for which I had given Directions) or 

other Accident whatever; ſo that ſoon after the 
fourth anointing, he ſlavered freely, and which 


we kept up with a little Calomel, given once or 
twice, as it ſeemed to decline, for two or three 


and twenty Days. All which Time he was al- 
lowed to drink plentifully of what Liquors he 


liked beſt, as Poſſet- drink, thin Gruel, (mall Beer 


with a Toaſt, and ſometimes a little Wine boiled

ordial. After this he was well purged, fweat- 
ed, and drank his Diet-drink: His Pains being 
now entirely taken off, altho' his Shin-bones ap- 
peared ſtill nodous or uneven. But the next 
Spring, which was about fix Months afterwards, 
he began again to complain, not only of his Legs, 
but of his Arms alſo: Whereupon the Captain 


being going abroad, was prevailed on by his Wife 
(to whom the Lad was made a Preſent) to take 


him along with .him, and leave him in his own 
Country: Which the poor Boy never lived to 
ſee, as dying in the Voyage. 
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A Caſe of ſomewhat the like Nature, was 
{kk preſented from a Counſellor of the Tx, 
who having contracted for a Black to wait on 
him; before he paid his Money, ſent him with 
another of his Setvants to have my Opinion of 
a Swelling upon one fide of his Face, which 
they ſaid as only. owing to the Tooth-ach : Up- 


on inſpecting the Inſide of his Mouth, I diſco- 


vered Matter (preſſing my Finger on the Out- 
ſide) to ariſe out of the Socket of one of his 


backward Teeth, which ſeemed very rotten, 


and by extracting which, I ſenr Word to the 


Maſter, I believed the Swelling would fink on 


the Outſide, as is common with 4b/cefſes from 


rotten 'Teeth : But to my own Diſcredit, I found 
it otherwiſe, for after the drawing out of that, 
and another that was cariated juſt-by, T found 
it to be a true Spina or Exoſtoſis, affecting that

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But the Bliſter drying up, the Head - ach returned

Which of theſe Stars was given to our Pa- 
tient I am uncertain, but ſurely not the latter, 
unleſs his Mercury be of the ſupercæleſtial kind, 
and fetched out of ſome Mine in the lunar Ori, 
at leaſt has received an Influence therefrom, to 
alter its cuſtomary Property. However, ſeveral 
of theſe were continued inoffenſively enough, 
creating her no Uneaſineſs for many Weeks, or I 
think Months; and whether coming after the 
pocky Virus, might be in ſome Degree brought 
under, though not preſently diſcernable, by the 
ſtrong Revulſion, and evacuated by Vomit or 
Stool, which J rather think, or from ſome real 
Virtue in the laſt, to conquer the ſame, the Pa- 
tient diſcernably grew better; and in ſome Time

Three Months aſter this, the 
Diſeaſe increaſing, and appearing with new Symp- 

toms, the like were again uſed, at a longer Diſ- 
tance, but to as little Purpoſe as the former, 
Some Weeks before he came to me, he had la- 
boured with a Diarrhea, which had brought him 
ſo low, that his Friends began to deſpond as to 
His Recovery. I found him with a Node upon 
each of the Tibia g, another on the right Bregma, 
with a large Cammi on the outſide of the Arm, 
above the Cubit: In all which there was a ma- 
nifeſt Fluctuation of Matter, collected under- 
neath. On the upper Part of the Uvula was 
a ſordid Ulcer, extending to the Tol on one 
Side: So that I perceived, conſidering his ſhat- 
tered Conſtitution, the Enterprize was ſomewhat 
hazardous; yet was not without hopes I might 
be able to ſerve him, which, contrary to thoſe 
of his former Undertaker, were placed ſolely in 
the intended Salivation. In order whereto, 
whilſt I was ſtrengthning his Bowels againſt 
his Looſeneſs, in the beſt manner I could, I be- 
gan with fuming his Throat every Day, half a 
dozen times; which, without any Appearance 
of ſpitting, gave a Check to the ſpreading of 
the Ulceration upon thoſe Parts, and in a few Days 
diſpoſed them for healing.

Bed for ſome „ paſt, great Part of which 
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Time he ſuffered under a % erick Flux

with the Tarmina of the Bowels, had ſo exhauſt- 
ed bim, as to leave but little more than the bony 
Compages, cloathed with the common Tegu- 
ments; the Muſcles being fhrivel'd up from 

their Juices, thus drained off, his Throat was 
full of ſordid Ulcers, by which he was rendered 
lefs able to get down his Nouriſhment. | 
In this Condition I found him, and, as may 
be imagined, could {ce little Expectation of duc- 
ceſs, to attend any Method taken for his Re- 
lief. Enquiring what had been done, they told 
me, that a Gentleman, much famed for 2 fingu- 
lar Way of Practice, as well in the fr # as ſecond 
Infe&ion, had ordered his being greaſed ſeveral
